state aid for schools 
HAS BEEN FINISHED < Applications for Stale Aid Must De in by 


July JI -Aid for Hifh Schools 


Increased. 
State Superintendent J. W . CMsen 
has notified the county superintend­ 
ents and school officers that appli­ 
cations for state aid, under the new 
law. must be received at the depart­ 
ment of public instruction before 
July 31. 
The recent legislature increased 
the state aid for high schools from 
l l ,00n to ll,500; for graded schools, 
from SPM) to $650; for semi-graded 
schools, from 1200 to 1250; and for 
rurat schools, from IKK) to $125. 
Last year 141 high schools, HD 
graded 
schools, 24 4 semi-graded 
schools and 747 rural schools quali­ 
fied under the law. 
Owing to a de­ 
ficiency in the appropriation, how­ 
ever, only the graded schools receiv­ 
ed the specified aid. 
It is expected 
that many new applications will Ix? 
made for the increased aid this year. 
A high school to receive aid must 
have been in existence at least one 
year preceding the application, must 
admit students of either si x without 
charge of tuition and must have regu

W. F . Richardson, charged with 
larceny in the second degree, was ac­ 
quitted by thy jury yesterday after­ 
noon and walked forth to breathe the 
pure ozone, with hardly a sear to 
mark his recent legal mixup.

SCHLLTZ FINED FIFTY DOLLARS 


On Charge of Running a Gambling 


House on Laurel Street— 


Skinner Fined. 
W. F. Richardson, charged with 
larceny in the second decree, was ac­ 
quitted by thy jury yesterday after­ 
noon and walked forth to breathe the 
pure ozone, with hardly a sear to 
mark hi> recent legal mixup. Rich­ 
ardson was charged with having 
stolen timber on some land in the 
northern part of the countv. On the 
preliminary hearing he swore that he 
did not know he was getting over the 
line onto another’s land, but this did 
not go with the lower court. The 
jury found him innocent of the crime 
alleged and he was discharged. 
Lars L. Lee, charged with assault 
in the second degree, who yesterday 
morning had the prison wall* pictur­ 
ed out to him, also got off very light. 
The jury was out but a short time 
and brought back a verdict of “guilty 
of assault in the third degree.” At 
the maximum sentence it will not go 
hard with Lee. He was charged 
with having threatened to kill his 
wife, Nellie Lee, by shooting her. 
The case of the state against Chas. 
Schultz was taken up this morning 
before Judge McClenahan a; d he 
plead guilty to the charge of con­ 
ducting a gambling house on the 
corner of Fifth and Laurel streets. 
The court fined him $50 in default of 
same to be confined in the county 
jail for thirty days. This was on 
the appeal case from the municipal 
court. County Attorney Crane uolied 
another 
case 
against 
Schultz 
on the same charge. Schultz was 
determined to serve the sentence 
out his wife came up and paid the 
tine. 
In the case against William Skin­ 
ner, on the same charge, the court 
imposed a tine of $25 or twenty-five 
days in jail. The fine was paid. 
Lars L. Lee, found guiltv of assault 
in the third degree, was brought in­ 
to court today and was fined $1**0, in 
default of w?hich he was sentenced to 
serve ninety days in the county jail. 
He will probably serve out the sen­ 
tence. 
In the case of W. S. Jordan vs E. 
L. Trask judgment was entered for 
the plaintiff by stipulation.

RAILWAY CLERKS 
TO ORGANIZE HERE 
M U S IC A M ) D R A flA . 


State Superintendent J. W. Olsen 
has notified the county superintend* 
ents and school offict rs that appli­ 
cations for state aid, under the new 
law. must lie received at the depart­ 
ment of public instruction before 
July 31. 
The recent legislature increased 
the state aid for high schools from 
$1,000 to f 1,500; for graded schools, 
from §400 to 1650; for seini graded 
schools, from 1200 to 1250; and for 
rural schools, from $100 to §125. 
Last year 141 high schools, 110 
graded schools, 241 semi-graded 
schools and 747 rural schools quali­ 
fied under the law. Owing to a de­ 
ficiency in tho appropriation, how­ 
ever, only the graded schools receiv­ 
ed the specified aid. It is expected 
that many new applications will Ix1 
made for the increased aid this year. 
A high school to receive aid must 
have been in existence at least one 
year preceding the application, must 
admit students of either sex without 
charge of tuition and must have regu­ 
lar courses in all subjects prescribed 
by the state high school board. 
Graded schools must have at least 
four departments in charge of a prin* 
i cipal and teachers, and must be 
equipped with suitable school build­ 
ings, a substantial library and all 
apparatus necessary for doing effici­ 
ent work
